O God, Who desireth not the death of a sinner, but his repentance, 
most mercifully regard the weakness of our mortal nature, and by Thy 
goodness strengthen our endeavors, that of Thine infinite mercy we 
may obtain pardon for sins, steadfastness in Thy service, and finally, 
with joy, the rewards promised to those who persevere unto the end, 
through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 

For a little wasted time — (For this Jesus labored 3 to 30 years). 

For a little slothfulness — (For this Jesus left Himself no leisure, no 

not so much as to eat). 

For wandering thoughts in prayer — (“And being in agony Jesus 

prayed yet more earnestly.”) 

For a little self-indulgence — (For this Jesus hungered, thirsted, 

bore cold and nakedness, the scourge, the cross and crown of 
thorns.) 


Picture our Lord in the Garden of Gethsemane. 
1. He enters the Garden with the eleven. 
2. He goes forth with Peter, James and John, and His soul becomes 
heavy. 
3. He leaves the disciples, saying, “Watch with Me.” 


4. We see Him fall to the ground, saying, “If this be possible, let this 
cup pass.” 


5. Hereturns and findsthethreesleeping: (Consider Hisloneliness— 
His longing for sympathy). 

6. He departs again to pray, “Thy will be done” An angel comforts 
Him — What do | do to make up for the indifference of those 
who pass Christ by? 

7. The sweat falls as blood to the ground. 

8. He rises to find His disciples again sleeping and departs to pray 
a third time — perseverance in prayer. ; 

9. He goes to meet Judas, who betrays Him with a kiss — 

“While we were yet sinners He loved us.” 
10. His disciples forsake Him and flee — (The saddest of all 
questions — “Will ye also go away?” 


Pray for the gift of prayer as the means whereby we learn God's 
will and by which our wills are conformed to His; that we may never fail 
through weakness or fear or ridicule; and that we may never allow 
adversity or the failure of the creatures to turn us away from God. 

O God Who in the Garden of Gethsemane didst tread the winepress 
alone and taste beforehand the solitude of Thy Passion; teach us daily 
to persevere in the way of prayer, that in our hours of loneliness and 
desolation we may seek and find ready strength to do Thy will, this we 
ask for Jesus sake. 

O Sacred Heart of Jesus, filled with infinite love, broken by my 
ingratitude, pierced by my sins yet loving me still, accept the conse- 
cration that | make to Thee of all that | am and all that | have. Take 
every faculty of my soul and body, and only draw me day by day nearer 
and nearer to Thy Sacred Side, and there as | can bear the lesson, 
teach me Thy blessed ways. And in the hour when smarting thorns 
come to pierce my sensitive nature, give me strength to welcome them 
and to grow by slow degrees more and more like Thee. Amen.
